Guy was personally responsible 
for high turnout. He printed flyers 
and organised "meet the cand- 
idates" sessions. He established 
evening polls at each one of the 
four residence buildings. He 
changed the location of a poll from 
the bowling alley in front of the 
bank to the Great Hall entrance 



area. He even put signs on the 

. door so that students who walked 

with their heads down would tn.

Tim Jacobs-Campeau victory ts 
a serious set-back for reform 
elements In the student body* The 
surpilslngly strong mandate for 
the status quo business team tends 
to dispel the possibilities of wide- 
spread support for the notion that 
student government is too service 

oriented. 

The first candid com ments came 
t ron i SGA employees who spec- 
ulated whether haircuts, shirts 
and ties would become mandatory. 

Lambda news writer Wade Le- 
coor quipped that tiberal trench 
vice-president elect, The rise 
Boutin, will be the token radical 
on the executive. Lambda colum- 
nist, and candidate for editor, 
Bill Scandlan expressed concern 
for Jacobs' stand against Lamb- 
da's bid to incorporate. Jacob.;* 
announced policy could wash ont 
months of work by the Lambdb 
staff to bocom* an .independent 
frt-lf sufficient paper responsible 
directly to the students. 

Oddsmakers' favorite, Rejean 
Grenier, blamed insufficient cam- 
paigning on his part. He had hoped 
to stand on his record of achieve- 
ment in the SGA rather than have 
to sell himself on the campaign 

trail. 

Grenier felt that chances of 
reform will be pretty bad bit 
added, "You can't tell because 
nobody knows what he (Jacobs) 
.* going to do". He was sorry 
Jacobs has never worked with We 
SGA structures until this election. 
He expects the Jacobs' admin- 
*ttatton will "get Into a heavy 
1 luiinlstration trip", and mourned 
vliat he termed the end of an 
-;a of "social activism". 

The outgoing French V-P v.is 
unite confident in his successor. 
H* hopes she does not get in any 
conflicts with the new executive 
but stressed "The rise can handle 
herself", and added "We ran 
hatdle ourselves" implying thai 
the French activities would sur- 
vive any lack of cooperation from 
the new executive. 

Campus socialists were even 
more upset. Enthusiasm stirred 
over the fact that most candidates 
agreed with setting cultural and 
political priorities, was crushed 
when the capitalists scored a def- 
inite victory. 

Defeated socialist candidate 
Maurice E. Proulx hoped that the 
new executive will not be too an- 
tagonistic towards groups at- 
tempting to step up political ac- 
tivity on campus. "Uhlnkinterms 



of the fee crisis Lachapelle will 

lave it all over Jacobs. The fact 
that Jacobs says hedisagreeswlth 
the fees hike and then condemns 
the actions taken tn fight It under- 
mines his credibility from where 

we stand." 
Defeated socialist candidate for 

President, Richard W. Woodley, 
expressed disappointment for the 
conservative vote. He dem- 
onstrated that on a lett to right 
continuum it Is obvious that the 
more right wing the candidates 
were the more votes they seemed 

to poll. 

In his capacity as Chairman of 
the Laurentian Socialist Society, 
Proulx added ttmt much of the 
Woodley/Proulx/Dlnsmore plat- 
form would be tackled by the 
Society despite the set-back In 

thr election. "We Intend to go 
ahead with seminars and confer- 
ences and can only hope that some 
funds will be made available." 
When asked what he Mt (*• 
chances were, Proulxinsiste<ithat 

they could be not much worse than 
under the present executive. Prac- 
tically no funds were allocated for 
clubs and academic functions this 
year. "We managed to stay pretty 
active anyway. If the Executive is 
going to be busy running the store 
we are ]ust going to have to make 
our own fun." 

When asked to explain the poor 
showing of left wing candidates at 
the polls, Proulx blamed It on 
"our inability to link capitalism 

with cancer". 

The president of the Laurentian 
Socialist Society, Paul Jar man, 
stated: " At first It is easy forme 
to misjudge a person from the 
lengt.1 o( his hair and the clothes 
he wears. He, (Jacobs) has re- 
ceived a large number of votes, 
those students who want him In 
have bothered to vote for him. 
I think he is an honest person 
»nd can hope that he wilt bring 
the SGA back to the people, t 
will wait to see his action before 

t make the mistake of labelling 
him as liberal, right wing or any 
other category. 1 will also not 
resign myself,(as a student) to 
frustration because I may have 
supported someone else, if ot.- 
Judges a person before he has 
heard his Ideas or seen his actions 
then he has committed a crime 
that is too often committed in .so- 
ciety today from all sides. This 
should apply to anyone whether

TUIInguallsm Isemcrgingasone 
of the most critical Issues facing 
the Academic PlannlngCommlttee 
mid evidence of this appears at 
most of the committee's meetings 
wfllh university and community 
groups. Throe public meetings 
have been held over the last 
two weeks, the Urst with sec- 
ondary school principals and re- 
lated people, the second with rep- 
resentatives of labour, gov- 
ernment, education and business 
and the third was held with 
Dr. T.ll.B. Symons, Chairman of 
the Commission on Canadian Stu- 
dies.

Reticence seemed to be the 
order of the day at the first 
meeting with the school prin- 
cipals, however, a few sugges- 
tions did emerge as the meeting 
progressed. There were some who 
felt that admission requirements 
should be modified so as to allow 
grade 13 students who didn't have 
a full course load to take a un- 
iversity course concurrently with 
their last year of high school. 
Another suggestion was that n v .- 
uate work should be directed to- 
wards aspects of the northern 
region and there was a i *all 
amount of discussion regard g 
bilinRuallsm but not very much 
considering the number of French 
schools that were represented. 



MPP'S VOICE CRITICISMS 

"You should be offering mor* 
courses in French*', this was Uh* 
advice given by M.£l\ Floyd 
Laughren when the second meeting 
gat under way last week* This 
meeting started with a bang com- 
pared to the previous one and 
the Impetus for this came from 
M.PJVs Floyd Laughren and Elle 
Martel. Their criticisms cen- 
tered on two areas apart from 
billngualism, first, the lack of 
community Involvement by the un- 
iversity, and second, the lack of 
communication between the un- 
iversity and the local M.PJVs. 
Ttils Is because it Is not possible 

for the university's problems to be 



presented at Queens Park If the 
local representatives are not kept 
Informed. Some other areas In 
which the university could move 
were suggested by representatives 

of labour, nursing and education. 
They were: research into the de- 
velopment of secondary industry, 
establishment of a bachelors 
degree in nursing for Registered 
Nurses at the diploma level and 
providing science type franco- 
phone teachers for (ho French high 
schools In the area. This meeting 
was decidedly more lively than 
the previous one and a few people 
got quite agitated over the re- 
marks of their M.P.P.'s. 

L.U. UNIQUE OPPORTUNITY 

"Lauientlan University has a 
unique opportunity to make an ef- 
fective contribution to a bilingual 
Canada. Don't blow it," this was 
a comment made by Dr. Symcns 
at the third public meeting spon- 
sored by the Academic Planning 
Committee last Thursday. A lot 
, of time at this meeting was spent 
discussing this question and there 
were hints that there woutd b»: 
an Increased amount of mone> 
allocated both in this direction 
and towards native studies. He 
felt Laurentian is very well suited 
for making a study of some of 
Canada's problems* In fact, his 
rhetoric must have been very 
stimulating to those who have been 
concerned with the univorslty 
since its beginning because he 
went on to say, "You have a dis- 
tinguished history as a university 
and you can do a first-rate Job 
that's of national importance and 
which no other university could 
undertake." With this kind of talk 
who wouldn't feel excited, how- 
ever, it must be remembered that 
Dr. Symons was appointed by the 
Federal Government 

With all this talk one can en- 
vi<=i.ge Laurentian being a nation- 
ally : -cognised centre for bllln- 
guallsm and native studies, vis- 
itors coming from all over Can- 
ada, and the Senate requiring all 
faculty and administration to be 
bilingual. Unfortunately there is 
the problem of obtaining the stu- 
dents who may or may not be 
Interested in btltngualism. 



Franco conference 



This year's Ides of March con- 
spiracy is brought to us by the 
Pi each community. Rejean Gren- 
ier, French vice-president, re- 
lease* plans for a two day con- 
ference to be held March 15 and 16. 

The conference, Franco- parole, 
will deal with French issuesatthe 
university level. There will be data 
for discussion on courses, 
academic structures, administra- 
tive structures, fine arts and 
francophone social activities. 
These topics will be explored in 
twelve workshops meeting 
throughout the first day and the 
morning of the next. 

During the second day, anafter- 
noon plenary session will deal with 
the recommendations and pro- 
posals from the workshops. The 
evening witi be devoted to an ex- 
tensive program of social activity 
Including drama productions and 
musical performances.

Profossor Dorais, from the De- 
part ement de Frances, is pre- 
sently coaching the team of chair- 
men that will direct the workshop 
groups. The workshops will be 
held In classrooms to be booked 
for the occasion. Half the Great 
Hall is to be reserved for the 
plenary session and the Fraser 
will house the social events. 

Laurent Alle Is assisting Gren- 
ler In the. preliminary organisa- 
tion. Alle. Is doing much of tt\Q 
research for background material. 

The sessions are open to the 
French public. There is no reg- 
istration fee and probably only a 
nominal admission is projected 
for the social evening.

National office of educa tion 



John Rodriguez has presented 
a "private member's notice of 
motion" to the House of Com- 
mons. In it he states that a na- 
tional ofOco of education be esta- 
blished for the purpose of col- 
lecting and disseminating educa- 
tion research and information 
throughout Canada, arranging 
Inter -provincial and territorial 
exchanges of teacher personnel 
and/or students, providing a focus 
for Canada's contribution to the 
improvement of educational op- 
portunities in other countries and 
providing the agency through which 
educational concerns, affectlngthe 
Canadian people as a whole, may 
be brought to the attention of 
the council of provincial minis- 
ters. 

Mr* Rodriguez explained that 
during his long association with 
education he was made aware of 



the lack of co-ordinated effort 
and cooperation amonp the pro- 
vinces. He feels the establish- 
ment of a national office of ed- 
ucation would ^o a long way in 
helping to Improve this situation. 



He also points out that a simitar 
recommendation was made by the 
Senate committee on poverty to 
help the lot rf those living in rome 
of the less prosperous parts of 
Canada.

The afternoon workshops 
were entitled "Women in Pol- 
itics", "Wom*n and Health Ed- 
ucation", "Academic Discrimin- 
ation" and "Women In the Pro- 
fessions". I attended "Women In 
the Professions". The speakers 
in this workshop were Dr. Loma 
Madsen, Assistant.? rofessor, De- 
partment of Sociology, U. of T.; 
Dr. Ursula Franklin, Associate

3. Recognizing the existence cf 
exclusively male „ scholarships 
such. as the Rhodes Scholarship, 
be It resolved that there be fin- 
ancially comparable graduate 
scholarships set up exclusively 
for wonun, ui*ll such time as the 
present Imbalance of sexes tn the 
professional fields Is corrected." 
From: "Women's Studies" Work- 
shop, be it resolved that; 

1. This conference domanl 'hat 
the Ministry of Education en- 
courage- educational Institutions 
St all levels to mount courses In 
Women's Studies, and further, that 
access to these courses bo not de- 
pendant on any academic qual- 
ifications." 

From "Women and Health Ed- 
ucation, be It resolved that: 

1. The Ontario Conference on Wo- 
men go on record as supporting 
abortion law repeal. 

2. It also supports the ongoing 
activities of the Canadian Wo- 
men's Coalition for the repeal 
of the abortion laws, Including 
the upcoming National Conference 
on March 18-19, 1973. 

3. This conference recommends 
that sex education of young people 
In high schools and intermediate 
schools be taught in such a way 
that young people will understand 
their own bodies, and not enter 
unprotected Into sexual relation- 



ships and further 

4. Birth control information and 

devices be readily available to 
the- young people Involved. 
From the "Academic Discrim- 
ination" Workshop, be it resol- 
ved that: 

L This conference recommends 
that the Ontario Federation of 
Students demand of the Minister 
of Education an end to vocational 
streaming of students according 
to sex at both the high school 
and university levels. 

2. This conference 6\ rerts the 
Ontario Federation of Students 
to demand that all educational 

' institutions adopt preferential 
hiring and admissions policies In 
favour of equally qualified women 
until such time as the proportions 
of male and female students and 
staff members becomes equal in 
each discipline. 

3. This conference demand that 
the Ontario Government, In con- 
cert with the Ontario Council of 
Universities, pass legislation 
ending discrimination on the basis 
of sex, nationality, race, religion 
or age In establishing and granting 
scholarships and further 

4. that the additional fonds neces- 
sary come not from taxation in- 
creases, but from the rearrange- 
ment of government spending 
priorities, and increased cor- 
porate taxes." 

From the "Day Care" Workshop: 
"Whereas equal opportunity for 
women in our society Is not pos- 
sible without child care, t>o It 

resolved that; 

L The Government make avail- 
abb* all types of adequate 24- 
tiotir child care facilities, l:<* they 
commercial, municipal, non- 
profit, co-operative or iiser- 
cont rolled, 

2. That free, public day rart' be 
established as a right. 

3. That day care be not contingent 
on a means test (Form 7),
